Canada is unable to suppress inflation. 

I do nol believe that we have yet done all we 
might l(j eliminate inflation and foreclose the possibil 
ity of one day being forced to consider controls again. " 
Trudeau said. 

(bivernmeiil leaders and other Canadians must 
work "to pul this destructive economic and siK-ial 
force In-hind us. " 

Trudeau made the comments during opening ses 
sions at a three-day economic summit with the to 
prov incial premiers, their second effort this year to 
come up with policies to make the ItIHtls a decade of 
economic growth. 

Trudeau appealed fur co-operation, and told the 
junior government leaders to forget Immediate eco¬ 
nomic difficulties and consider the longer term. 

But provlni'ial leaders reacted cautiously, com 
plaining of frustration w ith federal economic manage 
menr and long-standing regional concerns. 

Trudeiiu said the country is gripped by a sense of 
gloom and fnisiration He urged his provincial count 
erparls to work with him to demonstrate a Itelief that 
I'anad.i's economic problems can be overcome by a 
CO iirdinaled action by the two levels of government

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
federal and Albi-rta fiov- 
ernments have reached 
agreement to skip a Jan. I 
oil price increase that 
would have added about 
three cents to the price of 
a gallon of gasoline or 
home-heating oil. 

The agreumenl. reached in 
private talks last Thursday in' 
Toronto between Energy- 
Minister Alaslair Gillespie 
and his Alberta counlerpart. 
Don Getty , will be unveiled 
today at an economic summit 
of Prime Minister Trudeau 
and the Itl provincial pre¬ 
miers. 

I'nder the deal. Albi-rla 
likely will gel a higher in- 
cri-ase July I in return for 
dropping the January in- 
crt-asi- of $1 a barrel in the 
price of crude oil. prov incial 
sources said. 

(In Kuwait, the usually 
well-informed AI Walan 
newspap»-r reported Monday 
that membi-rs tpf the Organi¬ 
zation of Pi-lroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries had agreed lo 
raise the price of oil by eight 
cents during 1079. The paper 
said the increase would 
b(- formally adopted by 
OPEC at a meeting next 
month I 

Gillespie was reluctant lo 
talk about the compromise as 
he left the first ministers' 
conference, whi-re moments 
Ix-fore Primi- Minister Tru 
deal! first hinted of the deal. 

ill- urged the pn-miers to 
find out about the compro 
mise as they waltzed at the 
parly at the governor-gen 
i-ral's residence Monday 
night so II could be discussed 
at today's session. 

federal officials say they 
an- hopeful Ihc oil price issuv- 
will b<- settled when il is 
discussed today. 

Ten days ago at a fi-deral- 
provincial energy ministers' 
meeting in i)uebi-c City, the 
provinces refused to support 
the federal proposal to skip 
the oil price inin-ase .-Xn 
agreem<-nl had been signed 
with Albi-rla lo allow the in 
crease and il should go 
ahead, they said. 

The surprise proposal by 
Ottawa originally was un¬ 
veiled in August by Einanci- 
Minislcr Jean Chretien, ap¬ 
parently without consultation 
w ith the pnivinces 

However, if an agreement 
has been reached with Alber 
la. il ends provincial com¬ 
plaints that Ottawa Is unila¬ 
terally breaching an 
agreement with a province. 
The consuming provinces 
could then go along with the 
compromise. 

However, as they left Ihe 
meeling late Monday after¬ 
noon. many of the provincial 
premiers said they had no 
idea what the agreement bv-- 
iHlren the two major players 
would be. 

Gillespie said of the talks in 
Toronto "we have reaehed 
the basis of an agreement" 
and at the same time .said 
Ottawa has not backed off its 
proposal that there should be 
no increase on Jan. I. 

"That is still our position." 
the federal minister said. 

However, presumably, in 
exchange for agreement to 
skip the January increase. 
Alberta would have received 
something in return.

"We would appreciate it if they 
would re-issue another cheque to The 
Belfry." he added. 

Shipley was shaken by the loss 
which had been expected to ket-p the 
theatre afloat after promised govern¬ 
ment grants did nut materialize.

Belfry staff members had made 
sc-veral trips throughout the party lo 
the office located in the belfry of a 
former church at l2fH Gladstone but 
no one noticed anything amiss until 
manager John Flemming went to de¬ 
posit the concession receipts at the 
end of the party. The rest of the office 
appeared untouched.

SAN FRANCISCO—Board of Supervisors FresidenI 
Dianne Feinstein. who pul on a strung campaign to 
oust Mayor George Moscone in the election last year, wept 
Monday when she became acting mayor after bis assas¬ 
sination 

Moscone and Harvey Milk, the city's first self-pro 
claimv-d bomosexual supervisor, were shot and killed 
Monday in City Hall and a former city supervisor, who 
had wanted his job back, was arrested 15 minutes later. 

Dan White. 52. was biHikv-d fur Investigation of tbe mur¬ 
ders. which stunned a city still numbed by Ibe suicide- 
murder massacre in Guyana of mure Iban 900 members of 
the Peoples Temple cull, based in San Francisco. 

The former supervisor had surrendered to police al a 
station eight blvx-ks from the murder scene. 

Police and city officials said Whitv-. who resigned from 
the Board of Supervisors on Nov. 10 and then asked for his 
seal back, was meeting with Moscone in a back room of Ihe 
mayor's office, presumably bogging lo b<- reappointed, 
when the It a.m. shooting occurred. 

Moscone had scheduled an 11:50 a m. news conference to 
announce White’s successor. Don Huranzy. who was wail¬ 
ing in an outer office al the ornate, domed City Hall when 
the shots rang out. 

"We heard shots but we were unaware al the lime 
lhat the shots came from the room. " said Mel Wax. Mo 
scone's press secretary. One of the mayor's secretaries 
walked to a window, thinking the noise was a car back¬ 
firing 

Moscone's bloody body was found lying on the flour 
when the mayor's fiscal adviser. Rudy Nolhenberg. walked 
in fur an 11 a m. appointment. Police said Moscone had been

Quebec will fight 
language verdict 


QUEBEC (CP) — TheQuebv-c govern¬ 
ment intends to go lo the Supreme Court 
of Canada for a decision on the con 
slitulionalily of a section of the Quebv-c 
language law making French Iht- pri¬ 
mary language of courts, a spokes¬ 
man for Justice Minister Marv -Andre 
Bedard said Monday. 

The statement from Bedard's office 
came following a Quebec Court of Ap 
peal decision earlier in the day up 
holding a lower-court judgment that 
Chapter 5 of the French l>anguage Char¬ 
ier conlradiclt-d article:, of the British 
North America Act. 

The appeal court judges—five 
French-speaking and two English- 
speaking—wert- unanimous in rejecting 


arguments by Quebi-c government law 
yers who wanted lo strike down a judg 
meni ri-ndered Jan. 21 by Chief Juslice 
Jules Deschenes of Quebi-v Superiivr 
Court. 

Thi- spokesmaii for Bedard said even 
though that vital section of Ihc languagc 
law was rul(-d unconstitutional, all parts 
of the law will remain in v-ffecl pending 
Ihv- Supreme Court appv-al 

In .Montreal. Queb<-c l.ibv-ral leaciv-r 
Claude Ryan said the ap|H-al court judg¬ 
ment showv-d the Parti Quebv-cois gov¬ 
ernment had bad legal advice in draft 
ing the language charter, and that their 
decisions were based on political rather 
than legal grounds.

B.C. consumers are paying up to eight cents a quart 
loo much for milk, according to a report on marketing 
boards released Monday. 

That’s the built-in cost of federally regulated milk 
quotas, which are actually licences to produce milk, 
says Volume III of a research report on B.C. marketing 
boards written for (he Legislature’s agriculturv- com 
millee.

Suspension 
note ‘must,’ 
court rules 


Amendments will have lo 
be- made to B.C.'s Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Act following Monday's 
.Supreme Court of Canada de¬ 
cision in Ottawa that Alberta 
drivers must be informed in 
writing that their driving 
privileges have been sus¬ 
pended after a drinking-driv¬ 
ing convictions. 

In the decision which could 
have far-reaching effects, the 
court upheld a judgment of 
the Alberta Court of Appeal 
which acquitted a Valley- 
field, Alta., driver, Garry 
Mudn-k. of a charge of driv¬ 
ing while his licence was sus¬ 
pended. He had been convicl- 
c-d of driving with a 
blood-alcohol reading of 
more than 90 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blood. 

Mudryk’s defence was that 
he did not know his licence 
was suspended because he 
was not asked to turn in his 
licence nor was he given any 
notice by the court his licence 
was under suspension. 

Under Section HO D (1) of 
B.C.’s Motor Vehicle Act. a 
driver convicted of Criminal 
Code offences such as im¬ 
paired driving, driving with 
a blood-alcohol content over 
.09, refusing a bn-ath test de¬ 
mand made by police, dan¬ 
gerous driving, leaving the 
scene of an accident, driving 
while suspended, criminal 
negligence, and manslaugh¬ 
ter arc suspended automati¬ 
cally without notice upon 
conviction. 

The section was enacted 
July IS. 1976 and gave the 
provincial motor vehicles 
branch the right to suspend 
drivers' licences for a mini¬ 
mum three months upon first 
conviction, providing there 


was no reportable accident or 
damage or personal injury . 

Arthur Price, director in 
charge of drivers’ licences al 
the motor vehicles branch, 
agreed Monday that the act 
would have to be amended 
following the court decision. 

Prior lo the enactment in 
1976 of .Section 96-D (I). one 
month suspensions were 
handed out but only after 
written notification by the 
branch to the driver con¬ 
cerned. 

Notices of driving suspen¬ 
sions are normally handed 
out to drivers convicted of the 
abovementiuned offences in 
court but such notices may 
not be sufficient for legal 
purposes because motor ve¬ 
hicles branch personnel are 
nol certain each and every 
driver convicted receives the 
notice.

"There has been a fairly 
significant reduction in feed 
prices since that time." Baw¬ 
iree said.

It also appears likely the 
milk board will head off pro¬ 
ducers’ demands for in¬ 
creases in the price of whole 
milk until profits are reduced 
to a level that will dampen 
demand for quota. 

Dealing with other market¬ 
ing boards, the research 
staff, made up of a battery of 
independent and government 
consultants, recommended: 

• B.C. would be "well 
served" if it quit the Cana¬ 
dian Turkey Marketing 
Agency because the provin¬ 
cial quota for turkey produc¬ 


tion has been sleadily declin¬ 
ing in comparison with the 
B.C. market for turkey 
meat. 

• The B.C. Egg Marketing 
Board promote egg consump¬ 
tion more and rely less on 
restricting supply and that 
the Canadian Egg Marketing 
Agency be the applicant for 
and first receiver of all egg 
imports. 

• The B.C. Broiler Market¬ 
ing Board "has performed 
poorly, partly due to small 
farm size and an undeve- 
ioped production and market 
Information system." The re¬ 
port says broiler quotas 


should be freely tradeable 
assets and efforts should be 
make to Increase the size of 
farms to make them more 
efficient. 

• The B.C. Sheep and Wool 
Commission should have a 
more clearly defined juris¬ 
diction, more aggressive 
marketing and a revised pro¬ 
vincial financial aid formu¬ 
la. 

• The B.C. Oyster Market¬ 
ing Board, while being com¬ 
mended for bringing prob¬ 
lems of lease tenure, 
taxation, finance and pollu¬ 
tion to the government's at¬ 
tention. should increase pro¬ 
duction and improve 
promotion. 


Two more reports in the

Bawtree said he expected

IL'PI) — li started as a simple 
purse-snatching, with the target a frail, 71-year-uld woman 
Rut the victim died, and now police are hunting a I t-year-uld 
murdet-er. 

Newmarket is a town of 25.lilK) about 15 miles north of 
Toronto and. like most small towns, has little crime. 

l-'.dith Bevington and herHO-year-old husband. Reginald. 
Ii\ed in a senior citizens home operated by Ontario Housing 
Corp. Reginald, a retired fireman, suffered from emphy se¬ 
ma and usually stayed home, cari-d for by his wife. 

On Not. 22. Mrs. Bevington was returning home from 
shopping. .She was about to enter her building when she was 
knocki'd lo the ground from behind. The attacker grabbed 
her purse and fled. 

it hen police arrived, the lanky, thin woman was unable 
lo nnoe. her pt-lt is broken. But she was conscious and able 
lo describe her assailant — a boy, about 12 or 11 years old. 
with light brown hair and wearing a navy blue jacket. 

Near the scene, police found Mrs. Bevington’s purse. 
The thief's loot was *12. 

Pour days after the attack. Mrs. Bet ington died in York 
l ounly Hospital of complications caused by her injury . 

"I don’t know if it was her heart or what. " said York 
Regional Police deputy Chief Robert HihmI. "But she just 
couldn't lake that. " 

Bet ington. stunned by the loss of his wife, muted to his 
daughter's home in a nearby town. 

Police have stepped iiplhe.varch for the youth, who will 
be charged with murder. Hood said the boy. like most 
youthful offenders, would likely appear in juvenile court, but 
could be tried as an adult.

THE LAST BODY has bi*on carried away from 
the jungle commune of James Jones in Guyana. 
More lhan 900 people are dead. 

It has been a long time since an event so 
shucked the world. Why is that? Hundreds of 
thousands of people have died in Cambodia in 
recent years. We shake our heads but remain 
largely unmoved by that. Closer to home we are 
told that six of the young Indian people on the 
Cowichan Reserve near Duncan have taken their 
own lives in the past six weeks. We will live with 
that. 

There are probably .several reasons for the 
international horror spawned by Jonestown. One^ 
is that the camera and witnesses quickly brought 
us such graphic evidence. But there is a more 
subtle, pervading reason. What happened in 
Guyana is a gro.ss insult to what most of us hold 
most dear in life — and that is life itself. 

Foremost in all the ugliness spawned by the 
"People's Temple” there is the spectacle of par¬ 
ents murdering their children. That is beyond 
understanding, beyond foregiveness for most of 
us. 

Besides (his ultimate in violence, we are left 
to puzzle over the monstrous wafste of it. 
Gone arc more than 900 people and with them 
their chance of giving something immortal to the 
world. Was there a Beethoven among them, a 
Martin Luther King, an Einstein? We will never 
know. 

And what did they die for? Was it. in fact, 
mass murder? Or did most of these people 
choose willingly to show their contempt or de¬ 
spair for our world by the drama of their leaving 
it? Were they all witless or weirdos or born 
losers? What poison was first at work in their 
minds that they would accept such a distortion of 
the Christian ethic, when James Jones promised 
them that in dying they would "meet in another 
place." -* 

"There is great dignity in dying." Jones told 
a reporter the day before the slaughter. "It is a 
great protest, a great demonstration for every¬ 
one to die." 

But there is no dignity in murder, be it of self 
or others. There is only violence and waste — 
disgust and sorrow in its wake. That is at least 
one message that James Jones and his followers 
left us. 


A new home 
needs neighbors 

AT LEAST 50 Vietname.se refugee families are 
being brought to British Columbia. It is heart¬ 
warming to .see people like Rev. Guy Merveille 
of Victoria come forward with plans to help 
them. 

Father Merveille’s idea is to buy the aban¬ 
doned fishing village of Butedale on Princess 
Royal Island south of Kitimat. .settle the refu¬ 
gees there and have them establish a farming 
and fishing community. The empty village offers 
ready-made shelter, a water supply and electric- 
ity. 

No one can fault Father Merveille's inten¬ 
tions. He .sees the new Canadians eventually 
exporting food and perhaps orchids to earn their 
way. And he had done more than talk about this 
dream. He has a promise of $25,000 from the 
local Knights of Columbus. An American fi.sh 
company is offering 30 acres at the village for 
$ 200 , 000 . 

But it turns out these refugees are mainly 
merchant-class Chine.se. And a fisherman famil¬ 
iar with the area of Butedale underlines how 
isolated it is, how heavy the annual rainfall. 

"It's so rugged even the Indians had to get 
out." he says. 

Historically, the Americans have absorbed 
their immigrants in a melting pot approach to 
rc.scttlement. In Canada, newcomers have fre¬ 
quently banded together in their minorities. 
There is a ca.se to be made for each approach. 
But in each ca.se, the newcomers need neighbors. 
There are no neighbors at Butedale. 

Vancouver and Victoria have well-e.stab- 
lished communities of Chinese Canadians. Mak¬ 
ing the newcomers welcome is everybody’s busi¬ 
ness but perhaps the leadership will be found 
here.

Trimming the public service unions 


TORONTO — Nowhere is the weak- 
ne.ss of representative democracy, as 
practised in Canada, more clearly iden¬ 
tified than in the phenomenon of public 
service unions. 

Awarded the right to strike by politi¬ 
cians of the left, led by acknowledged 
advocates of class wariare, they have 
one policy: conflict. 

To conceal the fact that by striking 
they bring hardship, often ruin, upon 
fellow citizens, they speak only of “the 
employer”. The government that repre¬ 
sents all of the people is cast as the 
enemy of some of them. Insisting that it 
negotiate, the unions present it with 
demands so extravagant as to rule ne¬ 
gotiation out. When government rejects 
the demands It Is accused of failure 
to negotiate. 

The weakness of representative de¬ 
mocracy is not that it cannot resist 
unreasonable demands. In the end It 
must. The weakness is in the vulnerabil¬ 
ity of elected representatives to the 
claims of minorities. Over-eager for 
re-election, they promise to meet the 
claims. 

Not all the promises are kept. Those. 


that are kept are the ones made to 
organized groups that renew the 
pressure after election. That is how- 
public service unions got the right to 
strike. That is how governments came 
to yield to the outrageous demands of 
the 'SOs and '70s that set us oo the road 
to double-digit inflation. 

The shallow thinking that led politi¬ 
cians to pander to "the labor vote" has 
returned to haunt them. They have 
created a monster which threatens to 
destroy the representative democraey 
that gave it birth. 

The eause lies in the failure of suc¬ 
cessive governments to fulfill their 
prime task, namely the maintenance of 
peace and order which are essential if 
the citizens are to give full play to their 
talents. The tradition of an orderly, 
.self-governing society has been tum^ 
upside down. The emphasis is not on 
responsibilities but on rights, not on 
freedom but on licence, not on the en¬ 
forcement of law but on permission to 
flout it. 

The solution lies neither in the pass¬ 
ing of more laws, nor even In the 
enforcement of existing ones, although

Saint Nyerere and Idi Amin 


LONDON — Was there 
ever a more open-and-shut 
case? Uganda's evil Idi Amin 
sends his army across the 
border and annexes 710 
square mites (1900sq. km.) of 
neighboring Tanzania, a 
blameless country ruled by 
that wise philosopher-king. 
Saint Julius Nyerere. It's so 
much more satisfying to 
watch a fight when you know 
whom to cheer for. 

Everybody knows that 
Amin is mad and bad. His 
only real friend in Africa is 
"Brother Colonel" Ghadafi of 
Libya, although the Rus¬ 
sians. those astute commer¬ 
cial travellers, are happy to 
sell him arms. Amin prob¬ 
ably ranks second only to 
heart disease as a cause of 
death amongst Uganda citi¬ 
zens. 

East Africa isn't Holly¬ 
wood, however, and it con¬ 
tains no heroes in white hats. 
The Ugandan invasion of 
Tanzania, although certainly 
illegal, was far from unpro¬ 
voked, and Julius Nyerere is 
such a crafty and devious in¬ 
triguer that only a contor¬ 
tionist could stand in his 
shadow. 

The man Amin overthrew 
in 1971, Milton Obote, was a 
personal friend and political 
ally of Nyerere. Obote and his 
exiled Ugandan supporters 
were allowed to organize a 
guerrilla force in Tanzania, 
and in 1972 they launched an 
unsuccessful invasion of 
Uganda with Tanzanian sup¬ 
port from precisely the terri¬ 
tory Amin has now occupied. 

The invasion was repulsed, 
but ever since Nyerere has 
allowed Obote’s guerrillas to 
keep camps in the area. Ac¬ 
cording to intelligence 
sources in Kenya, another 
major invasion by 400 of 
Obote's guerrillas was being 





prepared just before the pres¬ 
ent crisis erupted. 

Tanzanian regular forces 
crossed border into Uganda 
at least twice, attacking 
Ugandan units, in the latter 
part of October. At the same 
time, the Simba regiment of 
the Ugandan army mutinied 
at Mbarare. just across the 
border in that area. So Amin 
rushed loyal troops into the 
area, shot ISO of his own rebel 
soldiers at Mbarare, and then 
crossed into Tanzania on Oc¬ 
tober 30 to gain a more defen¬ 
sible frontier along the Ka- 
gera River. 

This Is not the only occa¬ 
sion on which there has been 
less to Nyerere’s image of 
saintliness than meets the 
eye. True, people are not 
beaten to death with iron bars 
in Tanzanian jails as they are 
in Uganda, but Nyerere's en¬ 
emies rot in prison. 

Nyerere’s doctrinaire and 
authoritarian socialism gives 
Tanzanians neither personal 
freedom nor prosperity. Tan¬ 
zania's per capita GNP is 
lower than that of any of its 
neighbors (including Ugan¬ 
da), and its military expen¬ 
diture is higher (almost three 
times Uganda’s). When It be¬ 
came loo embarrassing to 
have Tanzanian citizens 
comparing their own lot with 
the success of Kenya's mixed 
economy, Nyerere siipply 






that must be done. In the long run the 
solution is to cut governments down to 
size and to return to private enterprise 
the functions they have been allowed to 
lake away from it. 

In a community that contrives to 
supply itself daily with food and other 
commodities brought from far distant 
places, why cannot the same methods 
be used to bring it the mail? 


Why cannot the methods that furnish 
hairdressing, dry-cleaning, catering, 
household healing and air conditioning, 
automobile repair and servicing, radio 
and TV transmission and reception, in¬ 
surance of lives and property — in short 
why cannot the private services that 
keep households functioning perform a 
similar function for other services 
also? 

Why cannot the supply of electricity 
be undertaken by investor-owned com¬ 
panies that are responsible to the inves¬ 
tor owners and to other customers as 
well? Why cannot hospitals be run the 
same way. and fire services? Why can¬ 
not libraries? Why cannot schools? 

The answer is that there is no reason 
at all. It simply happened that the one 
person, one vote system allowed organ¬ 
ized minorities to rig the vole to their 
advantage in such a wa^ that they were 
able to get what they wanted at other 
people's expense. 

The way to reduce the power of 
public service unions is to reduce the 
size of the public service.

closed the border last year, 
thereby destroying the East 
African community. 

Uganda is not the only Afri¬ 
can country in whose internal 
affairs Nyerere has meddled. 
The left-wing rebels that 
overthrew James Man- 
cham's democratically elect¬ 
ed government in the Sey¬ 
chelles last year were train^ 
in Tanzania. Tanzanian 
troops helped keep the ap¬ 
pallingly brutal and incompe¬ 
tent (but supposedly socia¬ 
list) government of Ali Soilih 
in power in the Comoro Is¬ 
lands. 

The most serious accusa¬ 
tion of all against Nyerere is 
that he has been deliberately 
hindering a peaceful settle¬ 
ment In Rhodesia by en¬ 
couraging his protege, the 
guerrilla leader Robert Mu¬ 
gabe, to refuse to take part in 
round-table talks. Yet it is 
obvious that Tanzania has 
had an economic interest in 
keeping the war going. The 
Tazara railway that Tanza¬ 
nia built to landlocked Zam¬ 
bia, with Chinese aid. will 
only pay if that country uses 
it. 

Unfortunately for Nyerere. 
Tanzania's management of 
the railway and port facilities 
has been hopelessly incompe¬ 
tent. The Chinese estimated* 
that they could handle four 
million tons of goods a year, 
but Tanzania is managing 
barely one million. Zambia, 
in desperation, had to start 
using the alternative route 
to the sea via Rhodesian rail¬ 
ways last month, despite the 
political embarrassment it 
has caused the Biack African 
"front-line states." 

As for Nyerere’s own pres¬ 
ent embarrassment with 
Uganda, he will have to nego¬ 
tiate his way out of it. Tanza¬ 
nia's armed forces are bigger 
and better equipped than 
Uganda's, but so far they 
have only succeeded in shoot¬ 
ing down three of their own 
fighters by mistake. 

With the only bridge across 
the Kagera River blown by 
the Ugandans, It now pres¬ 
ents a major military obsta¬ 
cle to a Tanzanian counter¬ 
offensive. If he wants his ter¬ 
ritory back, Nyerere is going 
to have to promise to stop 
trying to overthrow Amin. 


LONDON — In its efforts to 
save a crumbling currency, 
the Carter administration 
seenis to have learned all the 
wrong lessons from the Brit¬ 
ish experience. 

There is, indeed, an eerie 
resemblance between Presi¬ 
dent Carter's package nf 
counter-inflationary mea¬ 
sures and some of the policies 
which have been, and are 
being (except that the trade 
unions are now refusing to 
obey them) pursued by Brit¬ 
ain's Prime Minister James 
Callaghan. 

This resemblance was fully 
accepted by Kingman Brew- 
ster, the U.S. ambassador in 
Ixindon. He spoke in a radio 
interview of the “great ad¬ 
miration" felt by President 
Carter and his colleagues for 
the anti-inflation policies of 
the British Labor govern¬ 
ment. 

American ambassadors al¬ 
ways seem to expect this kind 
nf remark to go down well. No 
doubt Labor supporters are 
gratified, just as Mr. Cal¬ 
laghan is doubtless flattered 
at being imitated by Presi¬ 
dent Carter: but the other 
half of the population of the 
British Isles (and recent by- 
elections have confirmed 
that, politically. Britain is 
still split clean down the mid¬ 
dle) are extremely irritated. 

And on this particular 
question of anti-inflation 
policy most commentators 
and ^itorial writers feel, as 
the Dally Mail put it. that 
they “hardly know whether 
to laugh or cry". 

President Carter appears 
to believe that the rapid fall 
in Britain's inflation rale, 
from around 25 per cent in 
mid'1975 to single figures 
now. is allribulable largely to 
the "pay norms" laid down 
by the government. Admit¬ 



tedly, the Labor government 
has encouraged this belief 
and opinion polls on both 
sides of the Atlantic show 
that most people still take the 
simple view that wage and 
price controls are the way to 
stop inflation. 

This view is, of course, 
much loo simple. They might 
as well believe that the way 
to stop a bath overflowing is 
to keep pressing down on the 
surface of the water. 

The truth is that the pay 
and price restrictions of the 
past three years were im¬ 
posed concurrently with a 
tight restriction of the money 
supply. It is the latter which 
checked the inflation: the for¬ 
mer. while perhaps easing 
the consequent strain, had no 
overall effect on the level of 
prices and caused cumula¬ 
tive economic distortions 
which now threaten to ex¬ 
plode the whole policy. 

President Carter's package 
looked worst to British com¬ 
mentators in precisely those 
parts where it most resem¬ 
bles what British govern¬ 
ments have done, and best 


where it significantly dif¬ 
fers 

A "voluntaray norm ". en¬ 
forced by the blackmailing 
power of government con¬ 
tracts and patronage, is ob¬ 
jectionable in theory and 
damaging in practice. It pe¬ 
nalizes efficient firms at the 
expense of the taxpayer, and 

— especially when accom¬ 
panied by more relaxed 
treatment for the lower paid 

— clamps and compresses 
differentials in an un.sustain- 
able shape 

On the other hand, the 
promise to "slash the federal 
workforce" and bring back 
more competition into the 
economy contrasts sharply 
with the practice, if not the 
theory, of the British govern¬ 
ment. That should certainly 
be helpful — if it happens 

The real trouble with the 
whole package is that it still 
gave the impression, which 
similar statements from Brit¬ 
ish prime ministers and 
chancellors of the exchequer 
gave time and again, of being 
loo little too late, of big words 
combined with a continued 
reluctance to do the only 
things — politically painful 
things — which would actual 
ly help. 

The exchange markets of 
the world began to believe in 
the British government's 
pledges of good behavior only 
after a strict "letter of in¬ 
tent" had been extracted by 
the International Monetary 
Fund. That too is a lesson 
which the American govern 
meni may have to study.

Minister’s 

priorities 

I wish to make some com¬ 
ments about the minister of 
health's letter of Oct. 31, ti¬ 
tled Long-term care beds on 
the way — minister. 

The doctors and staff who 
care for patients in Victoria's 
acute care hospitals, RJII, 
VGH, and SP are handi¬ 
capped by having 260 of just 
over 1,000 total beds blocked 
by patients waiting for ex¬ 
tended care and intermediate 
care beds. 

There is, in addition, an 
equal number of patients only 
slightly less sick, walling at 
home. i.e. a total of 316 wail¬ 
ing for a bed lo be construct¬ 
ed. 

Mr. McClelland defends 
this misuse of acute hospital 
beds by pointing out that 
Glengarry will have 150 new 
extended care beds in Janu¬ 
ary, 1979 and St. Mary’s Pri¬ 
ory another 30 extended rare 
beds later in 1979; with more 
intermediate beds lo follow 
and in the planning stages. 
Meantime the hospitals 
struggle with only 73 per cent 
of their useable beds in com¬ 
mission, and every corridor, 
treatment room and cubby 
hole is overflowing. Mean¬ 
while, all but the urgent sur¬ 
gery is cancelled and only 
emergencies are admitted. 

There is a remedy. The 
minister could, and should, 
give priority to filling newly 
constructed beds, as avail¬ 
able, from the acute hospitals 
first.

him to take a second look at 
his priorities for filling new 
construction — then, we 
might gel our hospitals back 
so that they can be used for 
their intended purpose — 
acute care.

John Cabot’s explorations 
to Canada documented 


Re C. S. MacLeod's letter in the Co/on/siNov. 26. 
concerning the identity of John Cabot, who at times Is 
mistakenly believed to have been of French origin, 
leading him to be referred lo as “Jean”. 

I HAVE READ somewhere, though I cannot now 
find the source, that there was a French family named 
Cabot, who. if my memory serves me correctly, were 
Huguenot merchants of La Rochelle. In the I7th 
century. I believe, some of this family emigrat¬ 
ed lo the British North American colonies and were 
the progenitors of several persons who were distin¬ 
guished in United .States public affairs during the next 
three centuries. This family, according to the source I 
cannot now find, was stated to be no relation of John 
Cabot, the navigator. 

IT APPEARS TO BE fairly well documented that 
John Cabot was the son of a Genoese coastal trader, 
and that his father look him to Venice before he was 
ten years of age. When he obtained Venetian citizen¬ 
ship in 1476 he was described as having been a resident 
of the Republic for 15 years. 

In his letters-patent and other records of 1196 to 
1396, King Henry VII of England variously described 
him as John Galwte, John Calbot and John Caboote. all 
rather obvious variations of spelling of the word from 
which the family had obtained their surname: i.e— 
Italian, cabolaggio — coastal or foreign trade: Span¬ 
ish. cabataje — coasting trade: French, cabotage, 
caboler and caboteur or cabotier, coasting trade, to 
navigate a coast, and a coasting trader: and the 
English, cabotage, trade or transport between two 
points within a country, especially by a foreign car¬ 
rier. 

SEBA.STION CABOT'.S map of 1314 referred in 
Spanish to Joan Caboto, Veneciano, which is very 
similar to another reference by King Henry VII to 
John Kabolo, Venetian. 

As to the gap of 40 years in the history of discovery 
of the present Canadian coast in the years between 
John Cabot's first voyage and Jacques Cartier's first 
voyage in 1334. Samuel Eliot Morison, Harvard pro- 
fe.ssor and retired United States admiral, an expert on 
North American exploration and Atlantic navigation, 
lists a number of voyages by various seafarers. 

IN 1499, JOAO FERNANDEZ, labrador (i.e. farm¬ 
er) of Tcrceira. the Azores, applied to the King of 
Portugal for letters patent lo explore, and in 1500 he 
sighted Cape Farewell, Greenland. As the farmer was 
the first to sight land, his shipmates named the 
country "la tierra del Labrador.” Subsequently the 
name was applied to all the coastline of Greenland, 
and the northern part of the mainland, then when 
Greenland was renamed the word Labrador was 
transferred to the mainline coast only. Fernandez the 
farmer then proceeded to Newfoundland. He subse¬ 
quently offended his king, Don Manuel, and proceeded 


lo Bristol where Henry VII granted him letters patent 
in 1301. 

CASPAR CORTE REAL, of Tcrceira. in 1.300 
reebived letters patent from Don Manuel and he sailed 
as far north as 30 degrees latitude, eventually reach¬ 
ing Tierra Verde, apparently Newfoundland. In 1301 
after sailing north into the Ice-pack hi' returned lo 
Newfoundland w here he captured 37 Indians who were 
sent back to Lisbon aboard two of his ships, but he 
sailed southward and was never heard of again In 
1302, Gaspar's older brother. Miguel, headed an expe¬ 
dition to search for him. They reached Newfoundland 
and one ship returned to Lisbon but Miguel sailed on 
with his flagship and was never heard from again. 

I.N 1303 THEIR ELDEST brother. Vasco Amies 
Corte Real, was refused permission to look for them 
in 1301, Henry VH granted letters patent lo a syndicate 
consisting of Thomas Ashhurst and John Thomas. 
English merchants, and Joao Fernandez, the farmer, 
and Francisco Fernandez, apparently his brother. 
This was known as the Anglo-Azores Syndicate which 
made five voyages of discovery lo the New World, 
variously referred to as the New-found Island, the 
Newe Found lleland and the New Ilande. 

IN 1502 ONE OF THEIR expeditions brought back 
three Indians who three years later were still living at 
the Court of Westminster. Associated in these voyages 
were several names, John Guidisalvus, Hugh Elyot 
and other persons lo whom the king gave presents in 
return for gifts of hauks and egle.s, wylde catts and 
popyngays. in 1304 there were French fisherman 
catching fish on the Newfoundland coast, and in 1303 
the Portuguese fishing trade had reached such pro¬ 
portions that the king put a 10 per cent custom duly on 
all fish imported from the Newfoundland fisheries. 

SEBASTION CABOT'S voyage claimed in 1308 can 
be overlooked. It is questionable if he ever made such 
a voyage; which earned him the title of one of the 
greatest liars in the history of discovery. 

In 1520 Joao Alvares Fagundes sailed to New¬ 
foundland. entered the Gulf of St Lawrence and 
slopped at St. Pierre or Miquelon. The following year 
he established a shore establishment to cure fish at 
Cape Breton Island, but due to hostile Indians and 
hostile Breton fishermen, moved to the Bay of Fundy. 
His operation ceased in 1326. 

IN 1527 JOHN RUT with two ships entered Hawke 
Bay. Labrador, and on entering St. John's. Newfound 
land on Aug. 3. he found ten fi.shboais at anchor 
.seven Norman, two Portuguese and one Breton.

(ive disease were un the rise, 
said the doctor. 

"Eighty-five per cent of all 
deaths from heart disease 
are preventable if pc'uple 


would lose weight, lower 
their cholesterol levels, stop 
smoking. lower blood 
pressure and get mure exer¬ 
cise.” 

Puhky criUcized the west¬ 
ern medical system, which he 
said emphasized treatment 
after the body had been 
harmed. While in medical 
school at McGill University, 
he said he was never given a 
single lecture on nutrition. 

DentisLs. hr said, had tra¬ 
ditionally taken a more pre¬ 
ventive stance than physic¬ 
ians. 

Puhky, here to conduct a 
weekend workshop in preven¬ 
tive medicine, said he knew 
of only 40 physicians in B.C. 
who strongly stressed pre¬ 
vention in health care. 

"1 can't compete with com¬ 
panies who spend millions of 
dollars (riling people to 
smoke cigarettes and eat 
their crappy food."

"This ks the equivalent of saying that B.C. Forest Frod- 
uc'ls in the city of Victoria shouldn't pay taxes because 
there io a net euonumic benefit in terms of employment 
and spending throughout the region." he said. 

Mika said Saanich taxpa.vers have to shoulder a mil- 
liun-dollar-a-year burden to provide municipal services to 
Ihe campus. 

I'i.Stjl'IMAI.T MAYOR Art Young said that while he fell 
Ihe prov incial government should pay some amount in lieu 


ol taxes, he was opposed to demanding that it pay Ihe full 
amount.

Canadians neglect cars’ 


OWEN SOUND. Ont. (CP) - An 
executive of the Automotive Indus- 
tries Association said Monday that 
Canadians don't look after their 
cers. 

“Perhaps motorists will have tu be 
legislated into proper maintenance 
of (heir automobiles," Alex Kozma of 
Toronto, an association vice-presi¬ 
dent. told a service club. 

Kozma said a recent Ontario gov¬ 
ernment check showed 31 of 50 cars 


had faulty emissions control equip¬ 
ment that in most cases could have 
been fixed with a simple adjust¬ 
ment. 

“Tests conducted by a spark plug 
company indicated that 37 per cent of 
183 vehicles required new spark 
plugs, ignition leads, points, distribu¬ 
tion caps, rotors, air filters and bat¬ 
teries." he said. 

"Vehicles were driven with leaky 


exhausts and 13.2 per cent of the tires 
were judged unsafe." 

Kozma also called on Canadian 
manufacturers to increase their 
sales of auto parts to the U.S. where 
they are currently a marginal sup¬ 
plier. 

He said the time is ripe for a heavy 
push Into the U.S. because of the 
devalued Canadian dollar and the 
fact that Canadian productivity 
levels have reached a par with U.S. 
workers.

Esks erase memory 
with Grey Cup win 


TORONTO (CP) - Mom 
reporters who entered the 
Edmonton dressing room 
after Eskimos won the Grey- 
Cup on Sunday were struck 
by the apparent lack uf exu¬ 
berance demonstrated by the 
Canadian Football League 
champions. 

One of the best explana¬ 
tions for (hal seeming lack of 
emotions came from kicker 
Dave Culler, who scared II 
points in Edniunlun's 20-13 
win over Montreal 
Alouettes. 

Culler referred back to (he 
1977 Grey Cup game when the 
Als beat the Eskimos H-6 al 
Montreal. 

"Wc just got a whole herd 
of monkeys off our backs. " 
said Cutler, a reference to the 
fact that the 1977 loss, and 
especially the wide points 
margin, had been nagging at 
the Eskimos ever since. 

"I watched a replay of it on 
television yeslerday," Cutler 
said of the 1977 game. "I 
forced myself. 

"Seeing it again confirmed 
what I always fell, that we 
weren't as bad as Ih^ score 
indicated. We just couldn't 
operate on that icy field and 
Montreal, with different foot¬ 
wear. could. 

"That was the real story 
but we couldn't talk (hat way 
because it would have come 
off as sour grapes or an alibi. 
Also, if we'd emphasised Ihe 
vengeance angle, we'd have 
come into this game w ith our 
emotions out of control. 

"That's why this dressing 
room is so subdued now. All 
we've done is complete a 
project wc undertook a long, 
long lime ago. What you see 
here is satisfaction that we're 
the kind of team we always 
felt we were." 

Tackle Dave Fennell, lead¬ 
er of the fierce Eskimos de¬ 
fensive line known as the Al¬ 
berta Crude, said: "I couldn't 
have spent another winter in 
Edmonton if we had lost. 
Everyone reminded us about 
the 1977 Grey Cup game all 
winter long. We were hoping 
for a chance to erase that 
memory this time." 

Edmonton running-back 
Jim Germany had his own 
reason for being quiet about 
Sunday’s win bnause he had 
been worried he might have 
been the cause for Eskimos 
losing. 

Germany said someone 
told him how, in 1971. Leon 
Metjuay fumbled late in the 
game and cost Toronto Ar¬ 
gonauts (be Grey Cup. "That 
kept going through my mind 
after I fumbled." said Ger¬ 
many. "I thought I had blown 
the game." 

Germany missed a handoff 
from quartcfback Tom Wil¬ 
kinson and the Alouettes con¬ 
verted the fumble Into a 
touchdown that narrowed 
Edmonton's lead to 17-10 at 
the start of the fourth quar¬ 
ter. 

But Fennell and his line- 
mates held the Als to only 
three more points on a field 
goal after that. 

Now it's Montreal's turn to 
spend Ihe winter remember¬ 
ing its loss. 

"Right now I'm going to 
enjoy winning the Cup. and 
that'll take about I 
months," said Wilkinson, 
who directed the Eskimos at¬ 
tack to a 14-3 half-time lead 
and was named outstanding 
offensive player of the 
game.

Race track probers find 
widespread ringer plan 


NEW HYDE PARK, N Y. (AP) - 
Clifford W. Wickman. president uf the 
'Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bu¬ 
reau, said Monday that THPB agents 
have uncovered a widespread horse 
substitution scheme in an investigation 
covering at least five stales. 

Wickman said investigators have un¬ 
covered substitutiohs made through the 
use of counterfeit foal certificates at 
five different tracks. 

The investigation began at Waterford 
Park where a horse called Bom A Great 
Count, finished second In a Trifecta race 
on Nov. It. TRPB (atoo records showed 
the horse to be Baybatim. a superior 
horse who had been claimed in October 
at Thistledown and then shipped to Wa¬ 
terford to race as Bom A Great Count. 

The horse in question has been im¬ 
pounded al Waterford and Ihe Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has been called 
Into the case. Wickman said. 

Later. Wickman said. Inve'stigators 
discovered that a central figure in the 
Baybatim-Born A Great Count case 
had purchased Charollius, a horse of 
mediocre racing quality, and that 
Charollius had won a race at Hawthorne 


on Nov. 16. the day before a major fire 
dcslruyLKl that track's grandstand, eqd- 
ing racing for the year at the Chicago 
(rack. 

Investigators subscqucnigly discover¬ 
ed that Charollius was actually a so- 
perior horse called Roman Decade. 

Two other substitution cases were un¬ 
covered by TRPB at Thistledown, but in 
each one. the horses involved were un¬ 
placed. Also under investigation are (wo 
other suspected substitutions dating 
back to ^‘ptember which are being 
examiniql at Great Barrington Fair in 
Massachusetts aiid at Ellis Park in 
Kentucky. 

In all cases, says Wickman. (he 
method used In Ihe substitutions in¬ 
volved counterfeit foal certificates, the 
same technique used in simillar 
schemes which were uncovered in 
1972. 

Wickman said all uf the TRPB find¬ 
ings would be turned over to apprapri 
ate racing and law enforcement author¬ 
ities and that, al this point, "there 
definitely appears to be a common 
thread of involvement by several li- 
cencees in racing."

EDMONTON (CP) — The 
World Hockey As.sociation 
announced Monday it has 
reached agreement with 
amateur hockey organiza¬ 
tions and a series of interna¬ 
tional games in Canada and 
the United States will be 
played as scheduled. 

Tlie agreement, announced 
simultaneously in Edmonton 
and in Hartford. Conn., ends 
a lengthy dispute over the 
signing of under-age players 
by some WHA teams. 

Cancellation of the interna¬ 
tional games was averted by 
the personal intervention of 
Edmonton Oilers' owner 
Peter Pocklington. 

Terms of the final agree¬ 
ment were not revealed but 
the Oilers said the Canadian 
Amateur Hqckey Ass ociation 
has agreeifni give Its ufflc^al 
sanction to the games. 

Fid Chynoweth. executive 
director of Canada's major 
junior hockey leagues, who 
received a cheque for an un¬ 
disclosed amount from Pock¬ 
lington. said the Edmonton 
owner became involved when 
it was apparent the games 
would be cancelled other 
wise. 

“I have no doubt there 
would be no international 
games had Peter Pocklington 
not come forward and 
reached a settlement our 
people can live with." Chyn- 
oweth told a news confer¬ 


ence. "He carried the whole 
WHA .ship." 

Pocklington, who wouldn't 
say how much money he paid 
out, said; 

"I got involved for two rea¬ 
sons: financial and becau.se 
the integrity of the league 
was at .stake. We agreed last 
year to the $150,000 bond for 
signing under-age players 


WHA 


and I can't believe our league 
wouldn't fulfill Its obliga¬ 
tions." 

JThe agreement means the 
international games—eight 
in Edmonton—will be played 
as scheduled beginning Dec. 
14. It includes a three-game 
series in Edmonton Jan. 2-4-5 
tetween the WHA all-star 
team and a strengthened 
Moscow Dyflamo club. 

The initial dispute arose 
when some WHA teams con¬ 
tinued signing under-age ju¬ 


niors despite efforts by the 
league to halt the practice. As 
well, the teams refused to 
pay development fees to the 
CAHA 

An agreement apparently 
was reached 10 days ago at a 
Hockey Canada meeting in 
Toronto but it fell through 
and the series was on the 
verge of cancellation. 

The problem was over 
money and, in particular, the 
$150,000 bond that was posted 
last year. 


Chynoweth said the prob¬ 
lem has been solved with the 
eight under-age players 
signed by WHA clubs this 
year and with the bond. 

The Oilers said the CAHA 
has agreed not to^yaLss fur¬ 
ther for payment of me bond 
it claim^ had been Arfeited 
by the signings As Irell. the 
CAHA agreed to notify Hock¬ 
ey Canada, the Intematiunal 
Ice Hockey Federation and 
other required organizations 
that the schedule interna¬

Pocklington expressed dis¬ 
appointment with his fellow 
WHA owners who refused to 
step forward and try to settle 
the problem.

We 
don't have any at the mo¬ 
ment. though our first full¬ 
time doctor of sporvs medi¬ 
cine will begin work Jan. I." 

Adams says it is difficult 
for doctors without specialist 
spurts knowledge to under¬ 
stand the nature and extent of 
modern training methods. 
Consequently, they were 
often unable In offer realislie 
adv Ice to an athlete. 

“A distance runner doing 
35U kilometres a week hi 
training might seek treat¬ 
ment for a pulled muscle and 
be told to slick to light exer¬ 
cise. Dues this mean only 150 
kilometres a week, or diK's li 
mean once round the park'.’ 

"Shot puller Geoff Capes 
lifts 60 to 7U tuns at each 
training session, not less than 
six times a week. His back 
ache bears no relation at all 
to my back ache, it's lulally 
different and pases great dif¬ 
ficulties fur the doctor even 
to understand the problem." 

Adams, who sees around 
3.U00 sports injuries a year, 
believes injury prevention is 
an area in particular need of 
development. 

".Sport is vulnerable to the 
claim that it is a health haz¬ 
ard to be removed from so¬ 
ciety. There are half a million 
sports injuries a year in this 
country. A number of people 
die. a lot are permanently in¬ 
jured and it is a problem that 
has to be faced We must 
know the risks. 

"Professional footballers 
are sometimes encourage to 
play after having influenza, 
despite the numerous record¬ 
ed cases of athletes dropping 
dead w ithin 10 days of hav ing 
flu because they get a fatal 
inflammation of the heart 
People don't know this out¬ 
side sports medicine, they 
ought to "

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Dear Dr. Ruble: 1 am a 
very active male of 63. My 
blood pre.s.sure is now 110 
over 68. I am six feet tall and 
wcitth 300 pound.s. About 10 
years ago my doi'tor pre¬ 
scribed viia^n capsules for 
me. My pral^re had always 
bi'en low. I have taken (he 
vitamin capsules .since. 
Kverybody tells u^ about the 
dangers of hi>!h blood 
pressure, and what we should 
do about it. What about those 
of us with low pressure?— 
t.J. 

Too much is made of so- 
called “low’* blood pressure, 
and 1 su.sp<'ct from recent 
mail that some popular book 
has been written on the sub¬ 
ject. This Is the way these 
thinfits develop. 

The very fact that people 
art‘ constantly warned about 
hii^h blood pressure and not 
alMut low blood pressure 
should (ell you something. 
IliKh blood pressure carries 
many risks. Low blood 
pressure is not a disease, but 
a symptom. Prt'ssure is not 
considered low unless it is 
consistently well below lOO 
(uppiT readmit). That can be 
a symptom of a systemic dis¬ 
order w hich would have other 
symptoms. 

For most people low blood 
pressure Is a positive factor. 
There's nothing you can do 
about it except to keep active. 
^'ou say y«Hi were told about 
>our “low blood pressure” 10 
>ears ago. Many things can 
happi'n in a decade of living 
— >our weight, for example. 
A physical examination 
might (urn up some surpris¬ 
ing statistics. You may not 
even have such a nice low 
pressure today w ith your 200 
pounds, which is somewhat 
high for your height. In some, 
low blo<^ pressure may be 
produced by use of potent di¬ 
uretics. 

Persons with lower blood 
pressures seem to live longer 
than (ho.se w ith higher ones — 
just as skinnies si*t*m to out¬ 
live the fatties. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Spinal x- 
rays show i have eaiciutn 
and arthritis in my spine. 
The doeior ealK it “cervical 
Spondylosis.” My right hand 
gels numb some mornings 
and I usually wake up with 


headache and aching in the 
back of my neck. Can the 
neck problem cause the head¬ 
aches? The doctor just said to 
lake pain pills.—M.L. 

Cervical spondviosis 
(CER-vih-cal SPON-dib 
LOW-sis) is arthritis of the 
neck spine. There is a nar¬ 
rowing of spine discs and 
knobby formations. These 
cause pressure on nerves and 
can result in headache and 
numbness of the arms. 

Traction helps separate the 
spine Joint spaces and relieve 
muscle spasm.

Dear Dr. Ruble: Can tow 
iron cause itchiness?—M.M- 

It can. and ca.ses have been 
reported where otherwise un¬ 
explained itching has been 
eased with iron supplements. 
Usually, though, there wOutd 
be other signs of Iron-defi 
ciency. Tests can easily be 
made to determine whether 
one is low' in iron. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Is it true 
(hat there are drugs that 
can actually clean out artery 
deposlLs, more or less like 
drain cleaners can unplug a 
kitchen pipe?—B.L. 

The arterial deposits 
(plaques) are not quite like 
the lime deposits in a pipe. In 
the arteries the deposits are 
part of the various layers of 
the arterial wall — part of the 
artery itself. In a few cases 
surgery can*ciear arteries. 
Much research is being done 
in non-surgical methods. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Explain 
colostrum. Is It a milk? How 
long dm‘s it last?—Mrs. P.T. 

Colostrum is not milk, al¬ 
though it is sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as “first milk.” It is 
produced by the ifother’s 
breasts immediately after 
birth. It contains fats and 
sugars, and Is slightly laxa¬ 
tive. It also passes on some 
immunoglobulins that give a 
newborn limited and tem¬ 
porary immunity from some 
infections. It lasts only a few 
days at most, and is s«N)n 
replaced b\ milk. It may be 
produced a few days bt'fore 
birth.

■ ■‘•■O ' Garden Notes 


The late Dr. Kinsey’s name is asso¬ 
ciated in almost everybody’s mind with 
his studies and reports on human sexu¬ 
ality, and while his books were received 
with considerable shock and indignation 
in some circles, one couldn’t help but 
admire the scientific and impersonal 
detachment with which he presented his 
findings. 

It doesn’t seem to be generally 
known, though, that Dr. Kinsey was 
not a physician. He was a taxonomist, 
and taxology is derived from the Greek, 
taxis, meaning order or arrangement, 
and logos, meaning discourse, hence his 
scientific discipline was the orderly ar¬ 
ranging and presenting of^acts — facts 
of any kind. 

It is a matter of record that his last 
big job before starting his study of 
human .sexual behavior was a painstak¬ 
ing piece of research into the variations 
occurring In the little insects which 
make those round green galls on oak 
leaves! 

The scientific mind is a rare and 
wonderful thfng. which requires not 
only an insatiable curiosity into the 
why’s and wherefore’s, but a kind of 
"I’m from Missouri" or "take nothing 
for granted" attitude. 

And nowhere is this kind of thinkiqt 
better exemplified than in the work m 
the John Innes Horticultural Institute in 
England, the people who developed the 


rootstocks on which most of our fruit 
trees are grafted nowadays. 

This famous re.search station is not 
very popular with the old-time gar¬ 
deners. for their scientific workers have 
been putting a lot of traditional garden¬ 
ing practices under the microscope, and 
they have come up with some rather 
disconcerting answers. 

For instance, for hundreds of years 
gardeners have been using various tech¬ 
niques to take the chill off water before 
watering the garden or greenhouse 
plants, in the firm belief that cold water 
would shock the roots and check 
growth. 

Nobody ever questioned this prac¬ 
tice. and generations of head gardeners 
trained their apprentices to bring the 
water up to air temperature before 
pouring it around the plants. Many Old 
Country estate gardens had special 
"dipping pools,” always in full sun. 
from which the junior gardeners would 
fill their watering cans. In more modem 
limes, similar sun-warmed pools sup¬ 
plied garden hoses and sprinklers. 

Then, along came the John Innes 
Institute, refusing to lake for granted 
something which every novice gardener 
accepted as gospel truth, and set up a 
.series of convincing experiments which 
proved beyond any shadow of a doubt 
that warming the water made absolute¬ 


ly no difference to the growth of th»- 
plant! 

It was the same with the placement 
of greenhouses. No gardener in his right 
mind would think of building a green¬ 
house any way except with the ridge of 
the roof running north and south. 

The idea, of course, was to ensure a 
maximum amount of light, with one side 
of the structure broadside to the sun all 
morning and the other side all after¬ 
noon. 

Once again, the debunkers at John 
Innes said to themselves. "Well, maybe 
so, but let’s find out for sure.” 

The answer was exactly the reverse 
of the traditional practice. Greenhouses 
were found to work better when laid out 
east and west! 

You see. the north-south orientation 
DOES give more light — In the summer, 
when you have more light and heat than 
you can use, and you have to dabble 
whitewash on the glass to secure a bit of 
shade. 

But in winter, when even the noon¬ 
day sun is low to the south, the precious 
light is hitting the north-south greenT- 
house end-on. with comparatively little 
of it reaching the plants inside. 

An cast-west greenhouse, on the 
other hand, is broadside to the low 
winter sun. and provides the most light 
at the time when the need for it is 
greatest.

Despite warnings' from 
Victoria Aid. Murray Glazier 
that the minister might make 
some other body responsible, 
and despite the fact that the 
region has a transportation 
expert on staff at a salary of 
about $28,000. members of the 
region's planning committee 
decided Monday to put $3,000 
aside for "advisory consult 
ing services related to the 
Capital Regional District 
traasit function." 

The planning department 
estimated that costs of tran¬ 
sit planning in the region up 
to the end of December this 
year would amount to $18.- 
000 . of which the provincial 
government would pay half.

000. with an additional $ 2,000 
worth of financial work, and 
$1,000 worth of data-proecss- 
ing and reports 


The department, project¬ 
ing costs, saw an additional 
$34,000 work plan, again with 
30 per cent provincial shar 
ing, between January and 
March next year, and $96,000 
for the remainder of the year 
when the province would pay 
73 per cent and the rest would 
be covered by the municipal 
transit deficit fund.

OTTAWA (CP)—The eoun 
try’s economy lost some of Its 
steam in (he third iiuarter of 
this year and cabinet and op¬ 
position spokesmen alike said 
Monday they did not expect 
real prowth lo meet the pov- 
ernmenl's four-per-cent tar- 
pet. 

.Statistics Canada reported 
Monday that output of poods 
and services, as measur^ by 
(he pross national product, 
prew in real terms by 3.6 per 
cent on an annual basis dur- 
inp the months July to Sep¬ 
tember. 

This compares with expan¬ 
sion at a 4.4-per-cent rate in 
the second quarter and 2.8 
per cent in the first quarter^ 

Increased personal spt*nd 
inp and more investment in 
business and farm ma- 
cliinery and equipment ac¬ 
counted for much of the ex¬ 
pansion. But the prowth was 
weakened by declines in pov- 
e)oment operatinp expendi- 
tares. other investment in 
construction and business in¬ 
ventories. 

Personal expenditure on 
poods and services rose by 
n|ne-(enths of one per rent in 
the third quarter, as consum¬ 
ers boiipht more cars, sport- 
inp and recreational prod 
uMs. clothinp, footwear and 
household fumishinps. How¬ 
ever. purchases of appli¬ 
ances. music equipment and 
a^to parts drop^. 

The Statistics apenry said 
fdod consumption at home 
dropped in (he third quarter 
but (here was no Tvidence 
that risinp fiKtd prices had 
much impact on procery 
shoppinp patterns. Sales of 
alcohol and heatinp fuels in¬ 
creased. while purchases of 
pasoline. drups and electric 
ity declined. 

Business and public invest¬ 
ment slipped sliphtly in the 
third quarter after a 4.7-per 
cent increase in the second 
quarter. Non-residential con¬ 
struction fell t.l per cent, 
partly the result of lenpthy 
strikes in the industry (his 
summer 


Statistics Canada said 
prowth in the third quarter 
reflected a return to the weak 
pattern of consumer and 
business demand in the econ¬ 
omy that has been apparent 
since early 1*77. with the ex 
ception of the second quarter 
this year. 


Personalspendinp on poods 
and services rose at an an¬ 
nual rate of 3.6 per cent In the 
third quarter, in part reflect- 
inp the impact of a tem¬ 
porary cut in retail sales 
taxes in most provinces. That 
cut ended in most provinces 
in October.

The young delegate was in 
an advanced state of disillu¬ 
sionment. 

“I'm so confu.sed," he con- 
fmed. “that if Genghis Khan 
rode through that door on a 
pony, I'd probably vote for 
him." 

He wasn't alone. 

Por first-timers, the B.C. 
Federation of Labor conven¬ 
tion in Vancouver last week 
provided ringside seats for 
the brass-knuckles politics of 
the provice's trade union 
movement. 

The struggle for power 
didn't appear as vicious on 
the surface as it did in 1976. 
but when they were hiddaQ, 
away fropi public view, sdtne 
of the movers and shakers 
went for each other's 
throats. 

"It hasn't seemed as bad on 
the convention floor this 
time.” said Jim KInnaird. 
the no-nonsense Scot, “but 
there was a lot of shouting 
behind closed doors" 

The observation was made 
a couple of days before the 
45-year-old Kinnaird. choice 
of the forces for change, 
emerged as first full-time 
president of the 250.000-mem¬ 
ber federation. 

His election, along with 
that of his key teammates, 
was heady wine for those who 
had tried unsuccessfully two 
years before to take the fed¬ 
eration's foot out of its 
mouth. The foot (blunt secre- 
tury-treasurer Len Guy) de¬ 
livered a painful kick to the 
tormentors, but suddenly re¬ 
signed last May. 

That left the door open this 
time for such influential 
change proponents as Jack 
Munro. western region presi¬ 
dent of the International 


Woodworkers of America, 
and John Fryer, general-.sec- 
relary of the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees' Union. 

Their unions are the big 
gest (47.000 for (he IWA and 
43.000 for the BCGEU). but it 
hadn't been enough last time 
to oust Guy and the hard-line 
establishment 

This time, however, they 
bad (he missing link. The 
combined building trades 
made the difference in 1976 
by swinging behind (he estab¬ 
lishment. Last week they 
were going the other way in 
support of (he man who had 
carved himself quite a repu¬ 
tation as their major domo. 

Reportedly, all but a hand 
ful of building trades dele¬ 
gates voted for Kinnaird. who 
had sandwiched a term as 
associate deputy labor minis¬ 
ter between two terms as 
president of the 60.000-mem 
ber B.C. and Yukon Building 
Trades Council. 

With the Steelworkers, 
most of (he Canadian Union 
of Public Employees and a 
number of other unions in 
(heir corner, anti-establish 
ment leaders were able at 
last to assume power. 

Their objective had been to 
remove what they saw as the 
rhetoric of the 1930s from the 
modern arena of sophistical 
ed labor relations, and to 
appear more supportive of 
the New Democratic Party, 
Telecommunications Work¬ 
ers Union president Bob Don¬ 
nelly, who ran against Kin- 
naiiM. also stres-sexl the need 
to support the NDP. But the 
other side stuck to iLs conten¬ 
tion that il was the heavy- 
handed approach of the fed 
eration establishment that 
did much to defeat the NDP 
government in 1975. 

As a result, the ill feelings 


were still in place for last 
week's convention. The mat¬ 
ter wasn't helped much by 
another division that showed 
up over (he lack of support 
last month from the Cana¬ 
dian Labor Congress for the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers when it chose to defy 
federal back-to-work orders. 

r 

That rift mercifully disap¬ 
peared—at least on the sur¬ 
face—when delegates closed 
ranks behind the postal work¬ 
ers three days into the five- 
day session. 

But the in fighting contin¬ 
ued on other issues, and the 
convention was not without 
its betrayals and reprisals. 

There was an attempt, for 
instance, to make Victoria's 
John Schibli the fall guy for 
what the new-look group con¬ 
sidered a double-cross by the 
building trades in voting the 
establishment's Don Garcia 
in as second vice-president. 


320 matches

But Schibli, who wasn't sup¬ 
posedly responsible for what 
happened, retained the seat 
he had held so long on the 
executive council—even 

though some of the unions 
supponing Kinnaird passed 
the word (hat they wouldn't 
vote for him. 

Garcia was the only anti- 
Kinnaird man at the top. with 
Munro and Fryer taking two 
of the six vice-presidencies. 

Schibli has long been one of 
the leaders of the Vancouver 
Island Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil. 

None of these tough get- 
even tactics had been em¬ 
ployed by the lime the young 
delegate made his private 
comment about voting for 
Genghis Khan. But even be¬ 
fore they had. he and other 
novice conventioneers decid¬ 
ed they were no longer deal¬ 
ing with the question of the 
good guys versus the bad 


'guys, but simply looking 
around to see If there really 
were any good guys. 

Even one of Kinnaird's 
main supporters quipped 
after (he voting, "Tell me If 
we really changed. I can't see 
that much difference from 
where I sit." 

Many don't expect a real 
change In direction for the 
federation—just a change in 
style. And that alone would 
be welcomed by many labor 
figures. 

Meanwhile, there is one 
major question to be settled: 
Now that the presidency is 
on a full time basis, will it 
supercede the role of secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, still held by 
Dave Maclntryre'.' 

Because of the politics of 
the convention, the matter 
was left over. Kinnaird plans 
to call a meeting soon of the 
new executive council to de 
cide It.

Monday at another round of wage and price controls if 
Canaria is unable to suppress inflalion 

■ I do not believe that we have yet done all we 
mighi to eliminale inflation and forecinse the possibil 
ity of one day being forced to consider controls again, " 
Trudeau said. 

(iovemmeni leaders and other Canadians must 
work "to pul this destructive economic and social 
force behind us." 

Trudeau made the comments during op«-ning ses. 
sions at a three-day economic summit with the 10 
provimial premiers, their second effort this year In 
come up with policies to make the ISHOs a decade of 
economic growth. 

Trudeau appealed for co operation, and told the 
junior government leaders to forget immediate eco¬ 
nomic difficiilllps and consider the' longer term. 

But provincial leaders reacted cautiously, com¬ 
plaining of frustration with federal economic manage 
meni and long standing regional concerns. 

Trudeau said the country Is gripped by a sense of 
gloom and frustration. He urged bis provincial count 
crparts to work with him to demonstrate a belief that 
Canada's economic problems can be overcome by a

OTT.AW'A (CP) — Finance .Minister Jean Chretien 
warned provincial gosemments Monday that they 
could undermine economic growth if they try to 
balance their budgets loo quickly. 

Chretien also told the federal-provincial first min¬ 
isters' conference that it would take longer for the 
country's economy to recover than federal authorities 
thought last February and added that the Immediate 
goal should be to hold down costs that would make 
Canadian industry competitive. 

The finance minisler said it was partly a concern 
with slow growth and high unemployment that the 
fideral government had run large deficits. This year's 
deficit is expected to reach a record $12.1 billion. - 

At the same time, he said, provincial govern¬ 
ments, taken as a group, had bc-en running relatively 
small deficits. There were great differences regional¬ 
ly. he noted. 

W hile the poorer provinces, especially those in the 
Atlantic region, have perennial deficits, em'rgy-rich 
Alberta collects a surplus. Others, such as Ontario and 
Manitoba, hope within a few years In balance their 
budgets 

"Among those provinces which are still In deficit, 
there Is a desire to balance the budget. " Chretien said 
"This is a commendable goal but the question Is when 
it should be achieved" 


Teng rejects

PEKING (Reuter) — Teng 
Hsiao-ping, China's senior 
vice-premier and hero of the 
current wailposter campaign 
in Peking, told a U.S. journal¬ 
ist Monday that he has re¬ 
jected the title of premier 
b<-cause of his age.

"Fivery Chinese' knows that 
without Chairman Mao there 
would have been no new 
China." 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
federal and Alberta gov¬ 
ernments have reached 
agreement to skip a Jan. 1 
oil price increase that 
would have added about 
three cents to the price of 
a gallon of gasoline or 
home-heating nil. 

The agreement, reached in 
private talks last Thursday in 
Toronto between Energy 
Minister Alastair Gillespie 
and his Alberta counterpart. 
Don Getty, will be unveiled 
today at an economic summit 
of Prime Minisler Trudeau 
and the 10 provincial pre¬ 
miers, 

I'nder the deal, Alberta 
likely will get a higher in¬ 
crease July 1 in return for 
dropping the January in- 
crea.se of $1 a barrel in (he 
price of crude nil. provincial 
sources said. 

(In Kuwait, the usually 
well-informed Al IValan 
newspaper reported Monday 
that members of the Organi- 
ralion of Petroleum Export 
ing Countries had agreed to 
raise the puce of nil by twn- 
cents a quarters in 1979. The 
papers said the Increase 
would be formally adopted by 
OPEC al a meeting next 
month) 

Gillespie was reluctant to 
talk about the compromise as 
he left the first ministers' 
conference, where moments 
before Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau first hinted of the deal 

He urged the premiers to 
find out about the compro 
mise as they waltzed al the 
party at the governor gen 
eral's residence Monday 
night so it could be discussed 
at today's session. 

Federal officials say they 
are hopeful the nil price issue 
will be settled when it is 
discussed today 

Ten days ago at a federal 
provincial energy ministers' 
meeting in Quebec City, the- 
provinces refused to support 
the federal proposal to skip 
tbe oil price increase An 
agreement had been signed 
with Alberta to allow (he in¬ 
crease and it should go 
ahead, they said 

The surprise proposal by 
Ottawa originally was un¬ 
veiled in August by Finance 
Minisler Jean Chretien, ap¬ 
parently without cnnsullatinn 
with the provinces. 

However, if an agreement 
has been reached with Aiber- 
la. it ends provincial com¬ 
plaints that Ottawa is unila¬ 
terally breaching an 
agreement with a province 
TTie consuming provinces 
could then go along with the 
compromise. 

However, as they left the 
meeting late Monday after¬ 
noon. many of (he provincial 
premiers said (hey had no 
idea what the agreement be¬ 
tween the two major pla.vers 
would be. 

Gillespie said of the talks in 
Toronto "we have reached 
the basis of an agreement" 
and at the .same time said 
Ottawa has not backed off its 
proposal that (here should be 
no increase on Jan. I.

Just how much was taken from the 
jimmied cash box in a padlocked 
filing cabinet in The Belfry office will 
not be known until later today but 
artistic director Don Shipley set (he 
amount at somewhere between $l.3tXl 
and $1,500 in cash along with about 
$1,000 in cheques. 

The cash included the proceeds 


from Saturday performances as well 
as the Sunday benefit. About $:I00 In a 
separate envelope near tbe bottom of 
the cash box was mis.sed. 

Belfry board chairman Paddy 
Stewart Monday night asked that all 
persons paying by cheque over (he 
weekend and particularly at the door 
on the night of the performance place 
a stop-order on (heir cheque with 
their bank. 

"We would appreciate it if they 
would re issue another cheque to The 
Belfry," he added. 

.Shipley was shaken by the loss 
which had been expected to keep (he 
theatre afloat after promised govern¬ 
ment grants did not materialize. 


"It means everything we've 
worked for is gone— it's a real kick in 
the teeth." .Shipley said. 

"The last thing we needed at this 
riioment was more sympathy." he 
added. 

Belfry staff members had made 
several trips throughout the party to 
the office located in the belfry of a 
former church at 1291 Gladstone but 
no one noticed anything amiss until 
manager John Flemming went to de¬ 
posit the concession receipts al the 
end of the party The rest of the office 
appeared untouched. 

Initially it was thought that one 
staff member had had difficulty with 
the padlock and decided to take the 


money home. But a check with him 
Monday morning verified that it was 
missing 

■Shipley speculated that, during the 
milling about of the post-performance 
party attended by more than too 
pc'rsons, no one. for example from 
outside, would have been noticed 
going up to the office located just 
above the balcony which was closed 
for the benefit performance 

He pointed nut that (he well-publi 
ciz.ed performance had attracted an 
affluent crowd who wouldn't likcl.s 
resort to theft. 

"I hope they really needed it," said 
Shipley of the person or persons rc 
sponsible for taking the bankroll.

Quebec will fight 
language verdict 


QUEBEC (CP) — The Quebt'c govern¬ 
ment intends to go to the Supreme Court 
of Canada for a decision on the con¬ 
stitutionality of a section of the Queb«-c 
language law making French the pri 
mary language of courts, a spokes¬ 
man for Justice Minister Marc-Andre 
Bedard said Monday. 

The .statement from Bedard's office 
came following a Quebec Court of Ap¬ 
peal decision earlier in the day up¬ 
holding a f lower-court judgment that 
Chapter 3of Iht' French Language Char¬ 
ter contradicted articic.s of the British 
North America Act. 

The appeal court judges—five 
French-speaking and two English- 
spc'aking—were unanimous in rejecting 


arguments by Quebec government law 
yers who wanted to strike down a judg 
ment rendered Jan. 21 by Chief Justice 
Jules Deschencs of Qucb<'< Sup<'rior 
Court. 

The spokesman for Bedard said even 
though that vital section of the language 
law was ruled unconstitutional, all parts 
of the law will remain in effect p<'nding 
the Supreme Court app<'al 

Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan sain the appeal court judg 
ment showed the Parti Quebc'cois gov 
ernment had bad legal advice In draft 
ing the language charier, and that their

That’s the built-in cost of federally-regulated milk 
quotas, which are actually licences to produce milk, 
says Volume HI of a research report on B.C. marketing 
boards written for the U'gislalure's agriculture com¬ 
mittee. 


Suspension 
note ‘must,’ 
court rules 


Amendments will have to 
b»' made to B.C.'s Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Act following Monday's 
Supreme Court of Canada de¬ 
cision in Ottawa that Alberta 
drivers must be informed in 
writing that their driving 
privileges have been sus¬ 
pended after a drinking-driv¬ 
ing convictions. 

In (he decision which could 
have far-reaching effects, the 
court upheld a judgment of 
the Alberta Court of Appeal 
which acquitted a Valley- 
field. Alta., driver, Garry 
Mudrvk, of a charge of driv¬ 
ing while his licence was sus¬ 
pended. He had been convict¬ 
ed of driving with a 
blood-alcohol reading of 
more than 90 milligrams of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
blond. 

Mudryk's defence was that 
he did not know his licence 
was suspended because he 
was not asked to turn in his 
licence nor was he given any 
notice by the court his licence 
was'under suspension. 

Under Section 86-D (I) of 
B.C.’s Motor Vehicle Act, a 
driver convicted of Criminal 
Code offences such as im- 
paird driving, driving with a 
blood-alcohol content over 
.08. refusing a breath test de¬ 
mand made by police, dan¬ 
gerous driving, leaving the 
scene of an accident, driving 
while .suspended, criminal 
negligence, and manslaugh¬ 
ter are suspended automati¬ 
cally without notice upon 
conviction. 

The section was enacted 
July IS, 1976 and gave the 
provincial motor vehicles 
branch the right to suspend 
drivers’ licences for a mini¬ 
mum three months upon first 
conviction, providing there 


was no reportable accident nr 
damage nr personal injury. 

Arthur Price, director in 
charge of drivers' licences al 
the motor vehicles branch, 
agreed Monday that the act 
would have to be amended 
fallowing the court decision. 

Prior to the enactment in 
1976 of Sec'tion 86-D (I), one- 
month suspensions were 
handed out but only after 
written notification by the 
branch to the driver con¬ 
cerned. 

Notices of driving suspen¬ 
sions are normally handed 
out to drivers convicted of the 
abovementioned offences in 
court but such notices may 
not be sufficient for legal 
purposes because motor ve- 
hieles branch personnel are 
not certain each and every 
driver convicted receives the 
notice.

The two had combined to 
push quota prices up rapid¬ 
ly over the past three years, 
—.SO per cent in the last 
year—and the research staff 
felt this had created "quite a 
good profit picture " for the 
dairy industry, espectotly es¬ 
tablished dairy farmers. 

The report recommends 
"reduced profit expectations 
by producers" to lower quota 
prices and to make it easier 
to become a producer. 

It also recommends a re¬ 


view of tbe milk pricing for¬ 
mula and the economics ot 
jpilk marlceting in general. 

Bawiree said that because 
of abnormally high costs in 
1971-75, the previous New 
Democratic Party govern 
ment had granted a "one- 
shot " major increase in milk 
prices in 1975, which had arti¬ 
ficially increa.sed the lO-ycar 
cost formula used by the milk 
board in granting price in- 
crea.ses 

"There has been a fairly 
significant reduction in feed 
prices since that time," Baw 
tree .said. 

He said that the committee 
would investigate ways to re¬ 
duce the price of milk quotas, 
including possibly dropping

out of the national milk mar¬ 
keting scheme. 

It also appears likely the 
milk board will head off pro¬ 
ducers' demands for in- 
crea.ses in the price of whole 
milk until profits are reduced 
to a level that will dampen 
demand for quota.

NEWMARKET. Ont. (CPI) — It started as a simple 
purse snatching, with the target a frail. 7I-year-old woman. 
But the victim oled. and now police are hunting a I t-year-old 
murderer. 

Newmarket is a town of 25.7)00 about 15 miles north of 
Toronto and. like most small towns, has little crime. 

Edith Bevingtnn and her DO year-old husband. Reginald, 
lived in a senior citizens home operated by Ontario Housing 
Corp. Reginald, a retired fireman, suffered from emphyse¬ 
ma and usually stayed home, cared for by his wife. 

On Nov. 22. Mrs. Bevington was returning home from 
shopping. .She was about to enter her building when she was 
knocked to the ground from behind The attacker grabbed 
her purse and fled. 

When police arrived, the lanky, thin woman was unable 
to move, her pelvis broken. But she was conscious and able 
to describe her assailant — a boy. about 12 or 11 years old, 
with light brown hair and wearing a navy blue jacket. 

Near the scene, police found Mrs. Bevington's purse 
The thief's loot was $12. 

Four days after the attack. Mrs, Bevington died in York 
County Hospital of complications caused by her injury. 

"I don't know if it was her heart or what, " said York 
Regional Police deputy Chief Robert Hood "But she just 
couldn't take that" 

Bevington, stunned by the loss of his wife, moved to his 
daughter's home in a nearby town. 

Police have stepped up the search for the v outh. who will 
be charged with murder Hood said the boy. like most 
youthful offenders, would likely appear in juvenile court, but 
could be tried as an adult

The insult 
in Guyana 

THE LAST BODY has been carried away from 
the jungle commune of James Jones in Guyana. 
More than 900 people are dead. 

It has been a long time since an event so 
shocked the world. Why is that? Hundreds of 
thousands of people have died in Cambodia in 
recent years. We shake our heads but remain 
largely unmoved by that. Clo.ser to home we are 
told that six of the young Indian people on the 
Cowichan Reserve near Duncan have taken their 
own lives in the past six weeks. We will live with 
that. 

There are probably several reasons for the 
International horror spawned by Jonestown. OnC' 
is that the camera and witnesses quickly brought 
us such graphic evidence. But there is a more 
subtle, pervading reason. What happened in 
Guyana is a gross insult to what most of us hold 
most dear in life — and that is life it.self. 

Foremost in all the ugliness spawned by the 
“People’s Temple” there is the spectacle of par¬ 
ents murdering their children. That is beyond 
understanding, beyond foregiveness for most of 
us. 

Besides this ultimate in violence, we are left 
to puzzle over the monstrous waste of it. 
Gone are more than 900 people and with them 
their chance of giving .something immortal to the 
world. Was there a Beethoven among them, a 
Martin Luther King, an Einstein? We will never 
know. 

And what did they die for? Was it. in fact, 
mass murder? Or did most of these people 
choose wiflingly to show their contempt or de¬ 
spair for our world by the drama of their leaving 
it? Were they all witle.ss or weirdos or born 
losers? What poison was first at work in their 
minds that they would accept such a di.stnrtK)n of 
the Christian ethic, when James Jones promised 
them that in dying they would “meet in another 
place.” 

“There is great dignity in dying,” Jones told 
a reporter the day before the slaughter. “It is a 
great protest, a great demonstration for every¬ 
one to die.” 

But there is no dignity in murder, be it of self 
or others. There is only violence and waste — 
di.sgust and sorrow in its wake. That is at least 
one message that James Jones and his followers 
left us. 


A new home 
needs neighbors 

AT LEA.ST .'>0 Vietnamese refugee families are 
being brought to British Columbia. It is heart¬ 
warming to -see pc-ople like Rev. Guy Merveille 
of Victoria come forward with plans to help 
them. 

Father Merveille's idea is to buy the aban¬ 
doned fishing village of Butedale on Princess 
Royal Island .south of Kitimat. .settle the refu¬ 
gees there and have them establish a farming 
and fishing community. The empty village offers 
ready-made shelter, a water supply and electric¬ 
ity. 

No one can fault Father Merveille's inten 
tions. He sees the new Canadians eventually 
exporting food and perhaps orchids to earn their 
way. And he had done more than talk about this 
dream. He has a promise of $25,000 from the 
local Knights of Columbus. An American fish 
company is offering 30 acres at the village for 
$200,000. 

But it turns out the.se refugees are mainly 
merchant-class Chine.se. And a fisherman famil¬ 
iar with the area of Butedale underlines how 
isolated it is, how heavy the annual rainfall. 

“It's so rugged even the Indians had to get 
out,” he says. 

Historically, the Americans have absorbed 
their immigrants in a melting pot approach to 
resettlement. In Canada, newcomers have fre¬ 
quently banded together in their minorities. 
There is a case to be made for each approach. 
But in each case, the newcomers need neighbors. 
There are no neighbors at Butedale. 

Vancouver and Victoria have well-estab¬ 
lished communities of Chinese Canadians. Mak¬ 
ing the newcomers welcome is everybody’s busi¬ 
ness but perhaps the leadership will be found 
here. 


I Kenneth McDonald 
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Trimming the public service unions 


TORONTO — Nowhere is the weak¬ 
ness of representative democracy, as 
practised in Canada, more clearly iden¬ 
tified than in the phenomenon of public 
service unions. 

Awarded the right to strike by politi¬ 
cians of the left, Ted by acknowledged 
advocates of class warfare, they have 
one policy: conflict. 

To conceal the fact that by striking 
they bring hardship, often ruin, upon 
fellow citizens, they speak only of "the 
employer". The government that repre¬ 
sents all of the people is cast as the 
enemy of some of them. Insisting that it 
negotiate, the unions present it with 
demands so extravagant as to rule ne¬ 
gotiation out. When government rejects 
the demands it is accused of failure 
to negotiate. 

The weakness of representative de¬ 
mocracy is not that it cannot resist 
unreasonable demands. In the end It 
must. The weakness Is in the vulnerabil¬ 
ity of elected representatives to the 
claims of minorities. Over-eager for 
re-election, they promise to meet the 
claims. 

Not all the promises are kept. Those 


that are kept are the ones made to 
organized groups that renew the 
pressure after election. That is how 
public service unions got the right to 
strike. That is how governments came 
to yield to the outrageous demands of 
the '60s and '70s that set us on the road 
to double-digit Inflation. 

The shallow thinking that led politi¬ 
cians to pander to "the labor vote" has 
returned to haunt them. They have 
created a monster which threatens to 
destroy the representative democracy 
that gave it birth. . 

The cause lies in the failure of suc¬ 
cessive governments to fulfill their 
prime task, namely the maintenance of 
peace and order which are essential if 
the citizens are to give full play to their 
talents. The tradition of an orderly, 
self-governing society has been tum^ 
upside down: The emphasis is not on 
responsibilities but on rights, not on 
fre^om but on licence, not on the en¬ 
forcement of law but on permission to 
flout It. 

The solution lies neither in the pass¬ 
ing of more laws, nor even In the 
enforcement of existing ones, although

Saint Nyerere and Idi Amin 


LONDON — Was there 
ever a more open-and-shut 
ca.se? Uganda's evil Idl Amin 
sends his army across the 
border and annexes 710 
square miles (1900sq. km.) of 
neighboring Tanzania, a 
blamele.ss country ruled by 
that wise philosopher-king, 
Saint Julius Nyerere. It's so 
much more satisfying to 
watch a fight when you know 
w hom to cheer for. 

Everybody knows that 
Amin is mad and bad. His 
only real friend in Africa is 
"Brother Colonel" Ghadafi of 
Libya, although the Rus¬ 
sians. those astute commer¬ 
cial travellers, are happy to 
sell him arms. Amin prob¬ 
ably ranks second only to 
heart disease as a cause of 
death amongst Uganda citi¬ 
zens. 

East Africa isn’t Holly¬ 
wood. however, and it con¬ 
tains no heroes in white hats. 
The Ugandan invasion of 
Tanzania, although certainly 
illegal, was far from unpro¬ 
voked, and Julius Nyerere is 
such a crafty and devious in¬ 
triguer that only a contor¬ 
tionist could stand in his 
shadow. 

The man Amin overthrew 
in 1971, Milton Obote, was a 
personal friend and political 
ally of Nyerere. Obote and his 
exiled Ugandan supporters 
were allowed to organize a 
guerrilla force in Tanzania, 
and in 1972 they launched an 
unsuccessful invasion of 
Uganda with Tanzanian sup¬ 
port from precisely the terri¬ 
tory Amin has now occupied. 

'The invasion was repulsed, 
but ever since Nyerere has 
allowed Obote's guerrillas to 
keep camps In the arta. Ac¬ 
cording to intelligence 
sources in Kenya, another 
major invasion by 400 of 
Obote's guerrillas was being 



prepared just before the pres¬ 
ent crisis erupted. 

Tanzanian re^lar forces 
crossed border into Uganda 
at least twice, attacking 
Ugandan units, in the latter 
part of October. At the same 
time, the Simba regiment of 
the Ugandan army mutinied 
at Mbarare. just across the 
border in that area. So Amin 
rushed loyal troops into the 
area, shot ISO of his own rebel 
soldiers at Mbarare, and then 
crossed into Tanzania on-Oc- 
tober 30 to gain a more defen¬ 
sible frontier along the Ka- 
gera River. 

This is not the only occa¬ 
sion OR which there has been 
less to Nyerere’s image of 
saintliness than meets the 
eye. True, people are not 
beaten to death with Iron bars 
in Tanzanian jails as they are 
in Uganda, but Nyerere's en¬ 
emies rot in prison. 

Nyerere's doctrinaire and 
authoritarian socialism gives 
Tanzanians neither personal 
freedom nor prosperity. Tan¬ 
zania's per capita GNP Is 
lower than that of any of its 
neighbors (including Ugan¬ 
da), and its military expen¬ 
diture is higher (almost three 
times Uganda's). When It be¬ 
came too embarrassing to 
have Tanzanian citizens 
comparing their own lot with 
the success of Kenya's mixed 
"economy, Nyerere simply 






that must be done. In the long run the 
solution is to cut governments down to 
size and to return to private enterprise 
the functions they have been allowed to 
lake away from it. 

In a community that contrives to 
supply itself daily with food and other 
commodities brought from far distant 
places, why cannot the same methods 
be used to bring It the mail? 


Why cannot the methods that furnish 
hairdressing, dry-cleaning, catering, 
household heating and air conditioning, 
automobile repair and servicing, radio 
and TV transmission and reception, in¬ 
surance of lives and property — in short 
why cannot the private services that 
keep households functioning perform a 
similar function for other services 
also? 

Why cannot the supply of electricity 
be undertaken by investor-owned com¬ 
panies that are responsible to the inves¬ 
tor owners and to other customers as 
well? Why cannot hospitals be run the 
same way, and fire services? Why can¬ 
not libraries? Why cannot schools? 

The answer is lhaj there is no reason 
at all. It simply happened that the one 
person, one vote system allowed organ¬ 
ized minorities to rig the vole to their 
advantage in such a way that they were 
able to get what they wanted at other 
people's expense.

Why some Britons dispute 
Carter’s economic strategy 


closed the border last year, 
thereby destroying the East 
African community. 

Uganda is not the only Afri¬ 
can country in whose internal 
affairs Nyerere has meddled. 
The left-wing rebels that 
overthrew James Man- 
Cham’s democratically elect¬ 
ed government in the Sey¬ 
chelles last year were train^ 
in Tanzania. Tanzanian 
troops helped keep the ap¬ 
pallingly brutal and incompe¬ 
tent (but supposedly socia¬ 
list) government of All Soilih 
in power in the Comoro Is¬ 
lands. 

The most serious accusa¬ 
tion of all against Nyerere is 
that he has been deliberately 
hindering a peaceful settle¬ 
ment in Rhodesia by en¬ 
couraging his protege, the 
guerrilla leader Robert Mu¬ 
gabe. to refuse to take part in 
round-table talks. Yet it is 
obvious that Tanzania has 
had an economic interest in 
keeping the war going. The 
Tazara railway that Tanza¬ 
nia built to landlocked Zam¬ 
bia. with Chinese aid, will 
only pay if that country uses 
it. 

Unfortunately for Nyerere, 
Tanzania’s management of 
the railway and port facilities 
has been hopelessly incompe¬ 
tent. The Chinese estimated, 
that they could handle four 
million tons of goods a year, 
but Tanzania Ts managing 
barely one million. Zambia, 
in desperation, had to start 
using the alternative route 
to the sea via Rhodesian rail¬ 
ways last month, despite the 
political embarrassment it 
has caused the Black African 
"front-line states.” 

As for Nyerere's own pres¬ 
ent embarrassment with 
Uganda, he will have to nego¬ 
tiate his way out of it. Tanza¬ 
nia’s armed forces are bigger 
and better equipped than 
Uganda's, but so far they 
have only succeeded in shoot¬ 
ing down three of their own 
filters by mistake. 

With the only bridge across 
the Kagera River blown by 
the Ugandans, It now pres¬ 
ents a major military obsta¬ 
cle to a Tanzanian counter¬ 
offensive. If he wants his ter¬ 
ritory back, Nyerere is going 
to have to promise to stop 
trying to overthrow Amin. 


LONDON — In Its efforts to 
save a crumbling currency, 
the Carter administration 
seems to have learned all (he 
wrong lessons from the Brit¬ 
ish experience. 

There is. indeed, an eerie 
resemblance between Presi¬ 
dent Carter's package of 
counter-inflationary mea¬ 
sures and some of the policies 
which have been, and are 
being (except that the trade 
unions are now refusing to 
obey them) pursued by Brit¬ 
ain's Prime Minister James 
Callaghan. 

This resemblance was fully 
accepted by Kingman Brew¬ 
ster, the U.S. ambassador in 
London. He spoke in a radio 
interview of the "great ad¬ 
miration” felt by President 
Carter and his colleagues for 
the anti-inflation policies of 
the British Labor govern¬ 
ment. 

American ambassadors al¬ 
ways seem to expect this kind 
of remark to go down well. No 
doubt Labor supporters are 
gratified, just as Mr. Cal- 
iaghan is doubtless flattered 
at being imitated by Presi¬ 
dent Carter; but the other 
half of the population of the 
British Isles (and recent by- 
elections have confirm^ 
that, politically. Britain is 
still split clean down the mid¬ 
dle) are extremely irritated. 

And on this particular 
question of anti-inflation 
policy most commentators 
and editorial writers feel, as 
the Daily Mail put it. that 
they "hardly know whether 
to laugh or cry". 

President Carter appears 
to believe that the rapid fall 
in Britain's inflation rale, 
from around 25 per cent in 
mid-1975 to single figures 
now. is attributable largely to 
the "pay norms” laid down 
by the government. Admit-

tedly, the Labor government 
has encouraged this belief 
and opinion polls on both 
sides of the Atlantic show 
that most people still take the 
simple view that wage and 
price controls are the way to 
stop inflation. 

This view is, of course, 
much too simple. They might 
as well believe that the way 
to slop a bath overflowing is 
to keep pressing down on the 
surface of the water. 

The truth is that the pay 
and price restrictions of the 
past three years were im¬ 
posed concurrently with a 
tight restriction of the money 
supply. It is the latter which 
checked the inflation; the for¬ 
mer, while perhaps easing 
(he consequent strain, had no 
overall effect on the level of 
prices and caused cumula¬ 
tive economic distortions 
which now threaten to ex¬ 
plode the whole policy. 

President Carter's package 
looked worst to British com¬ 
mentators in precisely those 
parts where it most resem¬ 
bles what British govern¬ 
ments have done, and best 


where it significantly dif¬ 
fers. 

A "vulunlaray norm ". en¬ 
forced by the blackmailing 
power of government con¬ 
tracts and patronage, is ob¬ 
jectionable in theory and 
damaging in practice. It pe¬ 
nalizes efficient firms at the 
expense of the taxpayer, and 

— especially when accom¬ 
panied by more relaxed 
treatment for the lower paid 

— clamps and compresses 
differentials in an unsustain¬ 
able shape. 

On the other hand, the 
promise to "slash the federal 
workforce" and bring back 
more competition into the 
economy contrasts sharply 
with the practice, if not the 
theory, of the British govern¬ 
ment. That should certainly 
be helpful — if it happens. 

The real trouble with (he 
whole package is that it still 
gave the impression, which 
similar statements from Brit¬ 
ish prime ministers and 
chancellors of the exchequer 
gave time and again, of being 
too little too late, of big words 
combined with a continued 
reluctance to do the only 
things ^ politically painful 
things — which would actual¬ 
ly help. 

The exchange markets of 
the world began to believe in 
(he British government's 
pledges of good behavior only 
after a strict "letter of in¬ 
tent" had been extracted by 
the International Monetary 
Fund. That too is a lesson 
which the American govern¬ 
ment may have to study

Esks erase memory 
with Grey Cup win ? 


TORONTO (CP) — Most 
reporters who entered the 
Edmonton dressing room 
after Eskimos won the Grey 
Cup on Sunday were struck 
by the apparent lack of exu¬ 
berance demonstrated by the 
Canadian Football League 
champions. 

One of the best explana¬ 
tions for that seeming lack of 
emotions came from kicker 
Dave Cutler, who scored 14 
points in Edmonton's 20-13 
win over Montreal 
Alouelles. 

Cutler referred back lo the 
1977 Grey Cup game when the 
Als beat the Eskimos 41-6 at 
Montreal. 

"We just got a whole herd 
of monkeys off our backs,” 
said Culler, a reference lo the 
fact that the 1977 loss, and 
especially the wide points 
margin, had been nagging at 
the Eskimos ever since. 

“I watched a replay of it on 
television yesterday," Cutler 
said of the 1977 game. "1 
forced myself. 

".Seeing it again confirmed 
what I always felt, that we 
weren't as bad as the score 
Indicated. We just couldn't 
operate on that icy field and 
Montreal, with different foot¬ 
wear. could. 

"That was the real story 
but we couldn't talk lhal way 
because it would have come 
off as sour grapes or an alibi. 
Also, if we'd emphasized the 
vengeance angle, we'd have 
come into this game with our 
emotions out of control. 

"Thai's why this dressing 
room is .so subdued now. All 
we’ve done Is cdmplete a 
project we undertook a long, 
long time ago. What you see 
here is satisfaction that we re 
the kind of team we always 
felt we were,” 

Tackle Dave Fennell, lead¬ 
er of the fierce Eskimos de¬ 
fensive line known as the Al¬ 
berta Crude, said: "I couldn't 
have spent another winter in 
Edmonton if we had lost. 
Everyone reminded us about 
the 1977 Grey Cup game all 
winter long. We were hoping 
for a chance to erase that 
memory this lime," 

Edmonton running-back 
Jim Germany had his own 
reason for being quiet about 
.Sunday's win because he had 
been worried he might have 
been Ihe eau.se for Eskimos 
losing. 

Germany said someone 
told him how, in 1971, Leon 
McQuay fumbled late in Ihe 
game and cost Toronto Ar¬ 
gonauts the Grey Chip. "That 
kept going through my mind 
after I fumbled," said Ger¬ 
many. "I thought I had blown 
Ihe game." 

Germany missed a handoft 
from quarterback Tom Wil¬ 
kinson and the Alouelles con¬ 
verted the fumble into a 
touchdown that narrowed 
Edmonton's lead to 17-10 at 
the start of the fourth quar¬ 
ter 

But Fennell and his line- 
mates held Ihe Als to only 
three more points on a field 
goal after lhal. 

Now it's Montreal's turn to 
spend the winter remember-, 
ing its loss. B 

"Right now I’m going lo 
enjoy winning Ihe Cup, and 
(hat'll lake about 14 
months," said Wilkin.son. 
who directed the Eskimos at¬ 
tack to a 14-3 halt-lime lead 
and was named outstanding 
offensive player of the 
game. 

Fennell, voted the game's 
top defensive player, led a 
tough defence that controlled 
Ihe game for the first three 
quarters and then shut off a 
late Montreal rally. 

"We knew we couldn't go 
back to Edmonton without 
Ihe Cup," said F'ennell. who 
last week was named the out¬ 
standing defensive player in 
Ihe CFL. 

The Eskimos were any¬ 
thing but relaxed when they 
started the game before an 
t:xhlbition .Stadium crowd'of 
54.386. 

Fennell set Ihe lone by 
sacking Monlreal quarter¬ 
back Joe Barnes the first 
time (he Als had possession. 


After Cutler opened Ihe Ed¬ 
monton scoring with a 37- 
yard rield goal. Fennell re¬ 
covered a Montreal fumble 
on the next play and Ihe Eski¬ 
mos converted it into a Ger¬ 
many touchdown. 

It seemed after that quick 
opening lhal (he Eskimos 
might run away with the 
game, but an equally tough 
Monlreal defence denied Ed- 
monlon any further touch 
downs. 

It was left to Cutler to add 
field goals of 33, 35, 42 and 25 
yards, plus a single, while the 
Montreal offence sputtered 
until the final quarter. 

Don Sweet's first-quarter 
field goal provided the only 
Montreal points until Wilkin¬ 
son missed Germany with a 
handoft on the last play of the 
third quarter and the Als re¬ 
covered. 

Barnes then rolled out and 
dashed 10 yards to the end 
zone for the touchdown, re¬ 
ducing Edmonlon'.s lead to 
17-10 early in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. 

But neither Barnes nor 
•Sonny Wade could find a 
weakness in the Edmonton 


defence, and all they could 
manage was another .Sweet 
field goal from 38 yards to 
narrow Ihe margin lo 17-13. 
Culler'.s last field goal in the 
final minute clinched the 
game. 

Wade, famous for his abil¬ 
ity to rally Ihe Alouettes by 
coming off the bench in a 
relief role, completed only 
seven of 17 pass attempts for 
74 yards. Barnes was good on 
six of nine for 73. 

The respected rushing 
learn of David Green and 
John O'Leary had been ex 
peeled lo provide most of 
Montreal's offensive Ihrusl. 
bul together they totalled 
only 53 yards on 19 carries. 

Some of the other things 
were two costly turnovers by 
the Als—the fumble by Green 
lhal resulted in Germany's 
first-quarter touchdown, and 
annther fumble by punt re¬ 
turner Randy Rhino that led 
to a Cutler field goal late in 
Ihe .second quarter. 

Besides shutting off the

Race track probers find 
widespread ringer plan 


NEW HYDE PARK, N Y. (AP) - 
Clifford W. Wickman. president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bu¬ 
reau, said Monday that TRPB agents 
have uncovered a widespread horse 
substitution scheme in an investigation 
covering al least five states. 

Wickman said invesUgaiors have un¬ 
covered substitutions made through the 
use of counterfeit foal certificates at 
five different tracks 

The investigation began at Waterford 
Park where a horse called Bom A Great 
Count, finished second in a Trifecta race 
on Nov. U. TRPB tatoo records showed 
Ihc horse to be Baybatim. a superior 
horse who had been claimed in October 
at Thistledown and then shipped to Wa¬ 
terford to race as Bom A Great Count. 

The horse in question has been Im 
pounded at Waterford and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has been called 
into (he case, Wickman said 

Later, Wickman said, investigators 
discovered lhal a central figure in the 
Baybalim-Born A Great Count rase 
had purchased Charollius. a horse of 
mediocre racing quality, and that 
Charollius had won a race at Hawthorne 


on Nov. 18. the day before a major fire ' ' 
destroyed lhal track's grandstand, end¬ 
ing racing for Ihe year at the Chicago^, 
track. .
